(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Martin et al (newly cited). Martin et al disclose a cargo pressure tank 19 with a pipe 12 
where the pipe's opening is located immediately above the bottom section 21 of the 
pressure tank, and that the pipe is the only connection between the outside and the 
inside of the tank. Note also guide 1 1 which limits radial movement of the tube and is 
movable in the longitudinal direction of the tank. With respect to the intended use on a 
ship for the transport of petroleum products, the intended use has been given limited 
weight because the intended use defines no patentable structure. Additionally, the tank 
of Martin et al is capable of being used on a ship for the transport of petroleum 
products. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the Invention was made.

4. Claims 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Becker et al in view of Martin et al. Becker et al discloses a method of transporting 
petroleum products. Not disclosed by Becker et al is the particular tank with a tube. 
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Martin et a! discloses a method of using a tank with a tube. It would have been obvious 
to provide the method of Becker et al with a tank and tube as taught by Martin et a! for 
improved simplicity, lower cost, and higher reliability. 

5. Claims 1 1 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -1 0 and 1 3-1 5 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
